The Juxtaposition Project is a photography installation depicting the contrasts 
created when photographing an older, wearied, male transient in various settings 
he does not "belong" in. 

The aim is to raise the question of "where does anyone belong?". The subject is 
representative of any person that has experienced sense of otherness.
